But Miss Griffiths, of Halesowen, has 
received an apology from the garage and a 
promise of her money back. A bouquet of 
flowers has also been dispatched. 

Tim Barnes, retail operator for T Wall 


Garages in Pensnett, said the mechanic in 
question no longer worked for the firm. 

He said: “I am ashamed and disap¬ 
pointed that this happened. 

“It’s a fair cop and we would have disci¬ 
plined the technician if he had still been 
with us — but he has left our employment. 

Harassed 

“I have written a letter of apology to the 
customer and we will refund their costs. 

“I am also sending her a bouquet of 
flowers and have created a £100 credit for 
her to spend at T Wall.” 

Miss Griffiths, aged 31, of Beecher 
Street, Colley Gate, finally paid £198 two 


weeks ago because she was upset at being 
“harassed” by debt collectors. 

Miss Griffiths, an accounts assistant 
and mother of a three-year-old son, Oliver, 
took her Ford Focus to T Wall Garages for 
repairs on May 24 and she collected it at 
5pm that day. 

But, in July, she discovered a debt collec¬ 
tion agency was chasing her at her old 
address for payment of a parking ticket 
that had been issued at 4.20pm on May 24 
on the car park at the Arizona Crossing 
pub. 

“I was appalled that my vehicle had been 
taken out and left on a public house car 
park,” said Miss Griffiths.

Nuisance parkers clogging up residential 
streets across Dudley borough will face heavy 
enforcement fines under new plans to intro¬ 
duce parking permits. 

Residents say they are “fed up” of struggling to 
find a space outside their own home and have 
started a petition calling on Dudley Council to take 


action. 

Borough transport chiefs 
have revealed they are 
looking into introducing 
permits in town centres and 
around busy spots such as 
hospitals and schools to 
help stop workers and shop¬ 
pers exploiting free parking 
areas. 

Ward councillor for 
Kingswinford, Denise 
Harley said the majority of 
calls she received were from 
angry residents complain¬ 
ing about parking. 

“People that work in the 
High Street park along the 
side streets all day, as well 
as shoppers who don’t want 
to pay 40p to park in a car 
park,” she said. 

“There’s nowhere for resi¬ 
dents to park. 

They are now getting 
together a petition as they 
are fed up of this going on. 
It’s a real problem.” 

Council cabinet member 
for transport Councillor 
Patrick Harley said previ¬ 
ous quotes would have seen 
residents forced to pay hun¬ 
dreds of pounds to park 
outside their own home, but 
said he was now hoping to 
copy the system used by 
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Birmingham City Council, 
where each house can buy a 
£15 permit plus a £30 
permit for each additional 
car. 

“We need to work out how 
they do it so cheaply. It may 
be that enforcement fines 
for motorists parking 
without a permit helps to 
subsidise it,” he said. 

“If we have to subsidise it 
ourselves it just won’t be 
possible, but if it is feasible 
then we should certainly 
look at trialling it.” 

He said the trial would 
most likely be in Kingswin¬ 
ford, in roads including 
Broad Street, Park Street 
and Summer Street which 
lead off from the High 
Street and often become 
blocked with parked cars. 

If successful, it would be 
rolled out to other areas 
such as Russells Hall, 
where residents are in the 
midst of a long-running 
battle to rid the side streets 
around the hospital of staff 
and patients who can’t find 
a space in the car park. 


Top Church 
under threat 
of closing 

Seven churches in Dudley are facing 
closure as current fundraising efforts are 
“not enough” to keep them running. 

The Diocese of Worcester challenged 
communities to step up to the plate if they 
want to keep the buildings - including the 
landmark Top Church - open in the face of 
shrinking congregations and £1.12 million 
of urgent repair work. 

Andrew Mottram, the diocese’s heritage 
buildings officer, helped organise a public 
consultation which ended last week. 

“All seven church communities in the 
Dudley Group are already committed to 
increasing use of the buildings and are 
doing significant fundraising themselves,” 
he said. “However, all these efforts are not 
enough to meet the financial cost of keeping 
the church buildings open and their min¬ 
istry running. 

The churches are: St Thomas & St Luke 
(Top Church) and nearby St Edmunds 
Church, St Francis Church in Poplar Cres¬ 
cent, St Barnabas in Middlepark Road, St 
James the Great in Eve Hill, St Augustine 
of Hippo in Stourbridge Road, and St John’s 
in Kates Hill. 

Five quizzed 
over murder 
of carpenter 

Five people have been arrested in connec¬ 
tion with the murder of a Dudley man who 
died on New Year’s Day more than 18 
months after being attacked. The suspects 
were being held over the death of trainee 
carpenter Ismaaeel Rehman, aged 22, who 
lived in Surrey Road, Woodside. 

Three men in their 20s were arrested on 
suspicion of murder and two women - one 
in her mid 20s and the other in her late 
teens - have been held on suspicion of per¬ 
verting the course of justice. 

Mr Rehman was in intensive care for 
more than six weeks with severe head 
injuries after being beaten up and left in 
the street in Telford in July 2009. 

He collapsed and died at a relative’s 
house on January 1 this year. Pathological 
tests revealed he died of post traumatic 
epilepsy that could be traced back to his 
injuries. Mr Rehman, a former pupil at 
Dudley’s Holly Hall School and a keen bas¬ 
ketball player, underwent extensive reha¬ 
bilitation to enable him to speak again after 
the attack. All three men were arrested in 
Telford on Tuesday

Bosses at a budget electrical firm in 
Merry Hill that is due to close down- 
soon said they were “absolutely confi¬ 
dent” they would be able to relocate 
the majority of staff. 

One hundred workers at Best Buy 
are waiting to find out if they will be 
given jobs elsewhere. The branch is 
expected to shut by the end of the year. 
The company is holding a consulta¬ 
tion with workers at the Merry Hill 
store to see what posts are available 
for them across the Midlands. 

The branch, which sells products 
ranging from electric plugs to laptops, 
only opened in Dudley last year. 

Retailer Carphone Warehouse, 
which owns Best Buy, will shut the 
branches across the country. 

Shane Conway, spokesman for Best 
Buy, said: “It is our intention to close 
the stores by the end of the year. 

“We are now in a consultation 
process with our employees and we 
are absolutely confident we will be 
able to redeploy the majority of our 
staff in other stores.” 

The announcement of the closures 
came as bosses unveiled poor half- 
year results. It made a loss of £62 
million in its first year and another 
loss of £47m in just the first half of 
2011. The business invested heavily 
in promotion but the brand suffered 
more losses. The closure of the stores 
will not mean an end of the Best Buy 
Europe joint venture. Bosses will 
instead concentrate on selling 
through Carphone Warehouse stores.

The building in Pear Tree Lane was 
knocked down the following March 
and since then officials working for 
the local authority have been holding 
talks to consider whether to acquire 


land on the edge of the site to create 
space that could be used for a larger 
development. But it has now been 
revealed that option is unlikely to go 
ahead. Instead bosses are looking to 
draw up an “appropriate marketing 
strategy” for the land. 

Over the last few months the land 
has been used for car parking by con¬ 
tractors working on a nearby £4.5 
million retirement village.

A man has been banned from 
driving after he took his mother’s car 
without her consent, a court heard.

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More time 
to have say 
over cuts 

People in Dudley are being given more time to 
have their say on council plans to slash £12 
million from its budget in the years running 
through to 2014. 

Council chiefs have begun drawing up plans 
to save£8m in 2012/2013 and£4m in 2013/2014 
and want to hear views from locals in an online 
consultation via the authority’s website. The 
consultation had been due to come to an end 
earlier this month but bosses say they have 
given people more time to put forward their 
thoughts. 

Bosses have revealed so far around 60 com¬ 
ments have been made on the plans. 

Leader of the council, councillor Les Jones, 
said: “Although we had initially put a finish 
date on the consultation, on consideration a few 
days after we launched it, we removed that date 
as we want to give people as long as possible to 
have their say on the budget proposals. 

“Over the last month we have had around 60 
comments made online and I hope more people 
will take the opportunity to get involved and 
have their say in the budget making process 
before final decisions are taken next March. 

Priorities 

Councillor Jones added: “It is very important 
to us that we understand what peoples’ priori¬ 
ties are and we want to hear residents’ views. 
Setting these budget proposals has been 
extremely difficult but we are confident that we 
have identified savings which will maintain a 
high quality of service to borough residents.” 

This year, Dudley Council made £22m of cuts, 
axing more than 400 staff posts. 

Proposals on the table for next year so far 
include the introduction of new roadside 
parking charges in Dudley and Stourbridge, 
where shoppers can currently park for free for 
up to two hours. 

The council also plans to increase bereave¬ 
ment service costs. Other cuts include axing the 
three town centre manager roles, saving 
£141,000, and cutting the grant to the Black 
Country Living Museum.

“We are looking into the 
theft of nine lurcher puppies 
and one adult dog. 

“We are also aware there 
was a similar incident 
reported on November 6 of 
two puppies being stolen,” he 
added 

“We managed to find and 
return them, however there 
were no arrests made.”

People 
win mail 
box fight 

Three hundred residents who 
joined a campaign to get a post box 
reinstated in Amblecote have won 
their battle after Royal Mail 
announced a u-turn on the decision. 

People claimed the removal of the 
post box in Vicarage Road made life 
difficult for pensioners. Royal Mail 
officials made the annoucement last 
week, just as campaigners were about 
to submit a 300-name petition calling 
for it to be brought back. It was 
removed from the road in September 
and left residents, many of them 
elderly, facing a mile-long trek to the 
next nearest box. 

Royal Mail bosses said it had been 
removed when the telegraph pole it 
was attached to was replaced. At the 
time there were no plans to replace it. 

But officials said a new, free-stand¬ 
ing, pedestal box would now be 
installed once a suitable site had been 
found. 

Councillor Pat Martin said the deci¬ 
sion was “welcome news” but resi¬ 
dents still planned to send the 
petition they had raised to Royal 
Mail. 

“Removal of this box has created a 
major problem especially for elderly 
people in this area,” she said. 

Royal Mail spokesman Mike 
Norman said: “We would like to apol¬ 
ogise to customers in the area follow¬ 
ing the removal of the post box on 
Vicarage Road. It is our intention to 
replace this box ... once a suitable site 
has been identified in the vicinity.”

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Youth unemployment hits 1m 


Youth unemployment is at a record 
high of 1.2 million, with more 16 to 24- 
year-olds out of work than at any time 
since 1992. 

It includes 286,000 people in full¬ 
time education looking for part-time 
work. The figure announced last week 
is the highest total since comparable 
records began 19 years ago. 

The grim news came as overall 
unemployment rose by 129,000 to 2.62 
million in the three months to Septem¬ 


ber - its highest total since 1994 - 
although jobless queues were a little 
shorter in Dudley last month. 

Throughout the West Midlands, un¬ 
employment rose by 10,000 to 234,000. 
It means that 8.9 per cent of people in 
the region are out of work, compared 
with a national rate of 8.3 per cent. 

The data from the Office for National 
Statistics also showed a 5,300 increase 
in the number of people claiming job¬ 
seeker’s allowance, to 1.6 million. 


The figures differ because not every¬ 
one classed as unemployed is eligible 
for the allowance. 

But in much of the region, claimant 
count fell. In Dudley the number on 
jobseeker’s allowance fell by 60 to 
9,989 or 5.2 per cent of the working 
population - the national rate is 3.9 
per cent. In Kidderminster and Wyre 
Forest it was down 62 to 2,217 - or 3.6 
per cent—while in South Staffordshire 
it was down 37 to 1,831 or 2.7 per cent. 
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Homes plan for former station site 


The former Sedgley Fire Station 
will be reduced to rubble under new 
plans for six homes on the site. 

Knarsboro Homes, which bought 
the base earlier this year, has submit¬ 
ted an application for planning per¬ 
mission to demolish the premises. 

The developer said work on the 
three-storey houses would begin in the 
new year. The old station in Tipton 
Road was shut down in November 
2008 despite a public protest. It was 


put on the market by West Midlands 
Fire Service in May this year. 

The fire service was granted outline 
planning permission submitted for 
the eight homes on the site by Dudley 
Council in April. 

Elaine Trevis, from Knarsboro 
Homes, said the developer would be 
building six three-storey homes. 

“They will have four bedrooms and 
three bathrooms. We will be on site as 
soon as we can next year,” she added. 


An application to demolish the 
former fire station has been lodged 
with Dudley Council. 

West Midlands Fire Service re¬ 
vealed last year they were going to sell 
the station. A protest group collected a 
12,000 name petition in a bid to per¬ 
suade fire chiefs to re-think their deci¬ 
sion to shut the base. Figures released 
by the service in 2010 showed the site 
cost £15,000 a year in rates, security 
fees, repairs and maintenance. 


MP’s bid 
on petrol 
pricing 

A Midland MP has writt¬ 
en to supermarkets and 
petrol stations in his con¬ 
stituency complaining that 
fuel prices are much higher 
than neighbouring areas. 

Wyre Forest MP Mark 
Gamier raised the issue in 
parliament during a debate 
on the rising cost of fuel. 

He said he has written to 
Sainsbury’s, Tesco and 
Exxon Mobile, asking why 
their petrol prices are so 
high in Kidderminster com¬ 
pared to other areas. 

He said Sainsbury’s in 
Rookery Street, Wolver¬ 
hampton was charging 
129.9p per litre of unleaded 
petrol, on the same day 
Sainsbury’s Kidderminster 
on Carpet Traders Way was 
charging 135.9p per litre. 

In his letter Mr Gamier 
wrote: “I am very much aw¬ 
are that, owing to a number 
of factors, the current price 
of oil is incredibly high. 

“I also understand that the 
impact of such factors will 
inevitably filter down to the 
pockets of my constituents. 
However, please could you 
explain why your outlets are 
charging up to five pence 
more per litre in Kiddermin¬ 
ster when the distance 
between these petrol sta¬ 
tions is less than 20 miles?” 
He is awaiting a response. 

Free timer 
switches 

West Mercia Police is 
giving out timer switches to 
residents with the aim of 
reducing the risk of house 
burglaries during the 
autumn and winter months. 

Local policing team 
across Worcestershire has 
been given the switches to 
hand out to people most at 
risk of being burgled. 

Officers said using figur¬ 
es from the past few years 
they had identified the most 
vulnerable communities 
and would be handing out 
the switches in those areas. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Alan Edwards said: “Taking 
simple steps such as using a 
timer switch can signifi¬ 
cantly lower the chances of 
being a victim of crime.” 

Timer switches are avail¬ 
able from most DIY stores, 
priced at around £5. 


Police break up drugs 
cartel worth £750,000 
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A Class A drug dealing cartel 
worth more than £750,000 in a 
year has been smashed by police 
and 15 members have started 
prison sentences of up to 10 
years. 

The sentences at Birmingham 
Crown Court followed a three-year 
investigation into a network operat¬ 
ing around Cape Hill, Smethwick, 
which was mainly peddling heroin. 

Police said the offenders were using 
two mobile phones that were receiving 
up to 4,000 calls a month about deals. 
Officers then seized phones involved in 
deals, £40,000 cash, firearms, ammuni¬ 
tion and four cars. 

The sentences can be reported for the 
first time after legal restrictions were 
lifted following the final conviction. 

Police began investigating the cartel 
in May 2009 under the banner of Opera¬ 
tion Eliminate. The following year, offi¬ 
cers raided homes around Cape Hill, 
Edgbaston, West Bromwich and Hands- 
worth Wood, in a series of dawn swoops 
reported in the Chronicle’s sister paper, 
the Express & Star. A number of people 
were arrested and 16 men, with ages 
ranging from 21 to 45, have subse¬ 
quently been convicted of conspiring to 
supply Class A drugs in Smethwick. 

Suspended 

Fifteen of the men later received jail 
terms, with one suspended sentence. 
Thirteen defendants were sentenced at 
Birmingham Crown Court — 12 had pre¬ 
viously entered guilty pleas. Rajid 
Hussain, aged 29, and from Smethwick, 
pleaded not guilty but was found guilty 
following a trial earlier this year. He was 
sentenced to 10 years’ imprisonment 
last week. 

One of the men, Assam Ali, aged 23 
and from Smethwick, pleaded guilty to 
two counts of conspiracy to supply Class 
A in June. He was sentenced to five 
years imprisonment in July, however his 
case can only be reported now. 

DCI Paul Betts, from Sandwell Police, 
said: “This lengthy and thorough inves¬ 
tigation was brought about thanks to 
significant support we received from our 
communities. 

“The sentences reflect the seriousness 
of Sandwell Police’s determination to rid 
the borough of drug dealing. 

“The operation was conducted in part¬ 
nership with Sandwell Council, was 
months in the planning, and in direct 
response to matters raised by residents 
of Sandwell. These men are serving jail 
terms that total almost 70 years 
between them, which is hugely signifi¬ 
cant in our fight on illegal drugs.”

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Vandal is 
handed 
can ban 

A graffiti vandal has been banned 
from carrying spray cans and marker 
pens around the streets of Halesowen 
and faces detention if he does not 
comply. 

Creagan Piesley, aged 18, carried 
out a “spree of criminal damage”, 
Dudley Magistrates Court heard. 

He was handed a two-year criminal 
anti-social behaviour order, known as 
a crasbo, by District Judge Graham 
Wilkinson. “You have reached a deci¬ 
sive point in your life where you can 
either grow up and respect people’s 
property or go to prison,” the judge 
said. 

The court heard how Piesley, of 
King Street, Halesowen, stole spray 
paint cans from Wilkinsons in the 
town centre before targeting the wall 
of a Dudley Council-owned property. 

District Judge Wilkinson said: 
“This Crasbo is necessary to protect 
the public from further harm from 
you. It does harm to private property 
and it can be an upsetting situation to 
find graffiti on your property and to 
have to pay for it to be cleaned. 

Taxpayer 

“If it is on public property it is the 
local taxpayer footing the bill. 

“I know you think of yourself as 
some sort of urban artist but it’s time 
you started respecting people’s prop¬ 
erty which you have no right to touch.” 

He added that if police caught 
Piesley with any spray cans or marker 
pens around the town in the next two 
years, he will be brought back before 
the courts for a greater punishment. 

Piesley pleaded guilty to shoplifting 
and criminal damage. 

He will also serve a 12-month com¬ 
munity order concurrently for the two 
offences and a three-month curfew 
between 7pm and 5am. He will also 
pay £100 costs. 

Mr Barry Sealeaf, prosecuting, said 
Piesley had been caught on CCTV in 
the Wilkinsons store stealing six 
aerosol spray cans worth £30.10 with 
another male on July 13. 

Mr Stephen Hamblett, defending, 
said his client was prepared to co¬ 
operate with his punishment.

He moved up through the 
ranks, even though his 
mobility was at times 
heavily restricted, having to 
use crutches or a wheel¬ 
chair, and he has undergone 
operations over the years. 

Ben said: “It is a true 
honour to receive this 
award. Without my friends 
in scouting supporting me, I 
would not have been able to 
keep going and achieve 
what I have.” 

After moving from his 
former home in Oxford¬ 
shire, Ben joined the 17th 
Stourbridge Pedmore St. 
Peter’s troop in September 
2009. 

Expedition 

When he moved to the 
Explorer Scout Unit, he vol¬ 
unteered to stay on with 
Pedmore Scout Group as a 
young leader. 

He started his bronze 
Duke of of Edinburgh award 
in October 2009, completing 
the practice hikes and expe¬ 
dition in September 2010. 

He started work on his 
silver award in January, 
completing all the practice 
walks and the pre-expedi¬ 
tion hike and was planning 
to do his expedition in Sep¬ 
tember. 

After his condition wors¬ 
ened in June and he was 
diagnosed with osteochron- 
ditis, he thought he would 
be unable to complete the 
expeditions. But it has now 
been organised for him at a 
centre in the Forest of Dean. 

Explorer scout leader 
Mike Randle said: “Ben 
takes on challenges like he 
does everything else - with 
grit, determination and a 
cheeky smile that hides any 
pain he is suffering.”

Talks on 
future of 
old pub 

Negotiations are taking place over 
the future of a 190-year-old pub on the 
edge of the Black Country which has 
stood empty for four years. 

The Prince of Wales, in Hagley, near 
Stourbridge, closed in 2007 and 
despite interest from several parties 
no development has taken place. But 
officials from the Highways Agency, 
which owns the site, revealed they 
were now in negotiations over the 
site. They refused to reveal the name 
of the interested party or what the 
site could be used for. 

While discussions are taking place 
the agency said no contracts had yet 
been signed over the pub and its sur¬ 
rounding land. 

A deal to turn the site into a housing 
development was expected to be tied 
up within a “few months” earlier this 
year, but it failed to materialise. 

The brother and sister of the pub’s 
late landlord Peter Smith also 
expressed interest in buying it. 

But Patricia Payne, 69, and Robert 
Montgomery, 67, said restrictions on 
the sale by the Highways Agency bled 
away the interest from potential 
buyers. Highways Agency officials 
said it was not known when negotia¬ 
tions would be completed but talks 
were continuing. 

The 190-year-old pub was pur¬ 
chased by the agency in 1993 as part 
of plans to create a bypass along the 
A449 and A456, but fell through and 
the pub was declared surplus.

Members of the Society 
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Pilot flying high after reunion 


A pilot from the Midlands has 
had an emotional reunion with 
the UK’s first minicab plane that 
he built in his garden in the 60s. 

Bob Hart, now aged 80, started 
the six-year project in 1962 but had 
not seen the G-AVRW aircraft for 
36 years since selling it on when 
storing it became too expensive. 

But after some detective work 
by his daughter Lynette, they dis¬ 
covered that it was being used by 


the Nottingham’s Kestrel Flying 
Club, who have owned it for 25 
years. Club bosses let him get in 
the cockpit again - and Mr Hart 
said the experience was “incredi¬ 
ble”. 

Mr Hart, an engineer, first got 
involved in flying by taking 
lessons at the old Wolverhampton 
Municipal Airport, in the Ford- 
houses area of town. But the 
classes were too expensive - so he 


built his own aircraft at home in 
Hoo Road, Kidderminster. 

The project was finally com¬ 
pleted in 1968. Mr Hart, who now 
lives in Hopton Wafers, Shrop¬ 
shire, said when he heard the 
plane was in Nottingham, he was 
“desperate” to give it one last trip. 

He added: “My only regret was 
that I was unable to carry out the 
usual daredevil stunts that I did 
with her in the 70s.” 


Force receives praise 


West Mercia Police, which covers 
the Wyre Forest district, has been 
praised for its efforts in reducing 
its carbon footprint and energy 
costs. 

The force said it had been placed 
highly in the Environment Agen¬ 
cy’s Carbon Reduction Commit¬ 
ment Energy Efficiency scheme. 

Businesses and organisations 
which used more than 6,000 
megawatts in the qualifying year 


of 2008 are required to take part. 
Of the 24 police forces involved, 
West Mercia was placed second in 
cutting its energy use and ranked 
155 out of the 2,104 organisations 
taking part overall. 

Since the start of the 2009/10 
financial year, the force has 
reduced its electricity and gas con¬ 
sumption by 1.25 million kilowatt 
hours, saving around £400,000 
over two years.

A burglar who disturbed 
an elderly Black Country 
resident during a night¬ 
time raid on her home apol¬ 
ogised before fleeing. The 
80-year-old woman was left 
“shaken” after the intruder 
entered her bedroom. 

Police said £20 was found 
to have been taken during 
the break-in in the Quarry 
Bank area of Dudley. 

Officers said the elderly 
woman had gone to bed 
when the man walked into 
the bedroom and noticed her. 

Police said he apologised 
before making his escape. 

Detective Constable Loui¬ 
se Davies said: “We know 
the offender managed to get 
into the house through an 
insecure downstairs 

window. The terrible thing 
about this offence is that the 
victim was home alone at 
the time, which has under¬ 
standably left her shaken.” 

The incident happened at 
around 8.45pm on Novem¬ 
ber 9. The burglar is de¬ 
scribed as a white man, 
around 6ft 2in tall with a 
slim build. He is around 25 to 
30 years old with a Birming¬ 
ham accent. He wore a black 
hooded top, black trousers 
and was carrying a red torch.

Shock proposals to close 
bases in Dudley, Stourbridge, 
Halesowen, Bloxwich and 
Wednesfield for up to 14 hours 
a day, starting at 6pm, have 
sparked campaigns across the 
region. 

The stations are among 12 
in the West Midlands which 
would be affected by the plans. 

Ian Austin MP for Dudley 
North, wants the plans to be 
debated in Parliament. 

He has applied for a debate 
so MPs from across the region 
can challenge the Government 
about the proposals. 

Signed 

Mr Austinhas been gather¬ 
ing signatures against the 
petition since he found out 
about the plans on last 
Wednesday. On Saturday he 
and his team spent more than 
two hours in Dudley town 
tentre collecting signatures. 

More than seven hundred 
people have now signed. 

“We’ll be taking it door-to- 
door this week and we’ve 
dropped off copies at shops in 
the town centre,” he said. 

“On Friday we sent out an 
email to over 3,000 con- 


nmunities unprotected.

stituents asking them to fill in 
the petiton and pass it on to 
their friends and family.” 

Last week he said: “People 
are understandably furious 
about these proposals. If the 
plans go ahead the nearest 
police station will be at Brier- 
ley Hill — over five miles away 
for most residents. 

“Lots of the crimes that 
people are most worried 
about — burglaries, violent 
crime and anti-social behav¬ 
iour, tend to happen in the 
evening. 

“So it’s all the more impor¬ 
tant that we have a police 
station that’s open round the 
clock and local officers that 
are available all day, every 
day. What we don’t want is 
people being deterred from 
reporting crime because the 
nearest police station is too far 
away. 

He said the region’s MPs 
needed to let the Government 
know how dangerous and 
unpopular these plans were. 

“It’s just unbelievable,” he 
said.

Former 
Castle High School pupil Mr Turley, of Kates Hill, has been 
in the four-piece group since 2000. 

They recorded an album in 2004 with the producer of 
American band Fall Out Boy. 

Sean Davies, 19, of Cromwell Street, Dudley, was 
charged with two counts of attempted murder, possession 
with intent to supply cannabis and possession of an offen¬ 
sive weapon. 

He appeared at Dudley magistrates yesterday and was 
remanded in custody. A second man, also 19, has been 
released on police bail.

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Museum council grant axed 


A grant for one of the region’s top 
tourist attractions has been scrapped 
due to “enormous pressures” on the 
council’s budget, the authority’s 
leader recently said. 

From 2013 the Black Country 
Living Museum, in Tipton Road, 
Dudley, will not receive funding of 
£70,000 a year from Dudley Council. 

The decision comes as the council 
tries to claw back millions of pounds 
amid 800 job losses throughout the 
organisation. 

Museum bosses said they under¬ 
stood why the cuts were being made 


and denied it would have an effect on 
the running of the popular tourist 
attraction. 

The museum has received the 
council grant for a number of years but 
the council says it has become “out of 
date”. 

Councillor Les Jones, leader of 
Dudley Council, said: “We have dis¬ 
cussed the decision with the museum 
who understand the enormous pres¬ 
sures all councils are facing on their 
budgets.” 

The funding will be withdrawn from 
the 2013/14 financial year as part of 


plans to save almost£12.8 million over 
the next two years. 

A total of £8.3m is set to be slashed 
from the 2012/13 budget, with around 
£22m cut from this year’s council 
budget. 

Andrew Lovett, museum director 
and chief executive, said: “The pro¬ 
posal to withdraw the grant, if it went 
ahead, would not be affective for 
another 17 months. 

“In this context it is only one issue 
among many that the museum’s finan¬ 
cial planning will take into account.” 


MP in call 
for reform 
on elderly 

A Black Country MP has 
called for a “major reform” 
in NHS social care for older 
people, arguing that the 
service is under-funded. 

Speaking in Parliament, 
MP for Stourbridge Margot 
James said that between 
2004 and 2010, spending on 
care for older people rose by 
just 0.1 per cent - while the 
number of people aged 65 
and over rose by 7.7 per cent. 

She told the House of 
Commons she believed 
more NHS funding should 
be diverted to older people’s 
care — and said the £lbillion 
pledged by the government 
might not be enough. 

“Older people’s care has 
not seen the funding in¬ 
creases over the last decade 
that we have seen in other 
public services,” she said.

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Workers steal £45k 
from council coffers

More than £45,000 of taxpay¬ 
ers’ cash has been stolen from 
council coffers in Dudley by 
unscrupulous employees pock¬ 
eting extra money, it has 
emerged. In the past four years, 
a total of £45,050 has been lost. 

It has gone through fraud, theft or 
corruption by people working for, or 
contracted by, the council. A hotline 
has now been set up for honest 
employees to shop their corrupt col¬ 
leagues after the number of cases 
doubled between 2007 and last year. 

Finance chief Councillor David Blood 
said it makes it easier for residents and 
council staff to report suspicions. 

“Unfortunately, we know that fraud is 
going on, and we take a very dim view of 
it,” said Mr Blood. 

“A full investigation will be launched, 
and if we find that fraud has been 
carried out we will prosecute where we 
think it is necessary. Dudley Council has 
a zero tolerance against fraud.” 

Corruption 

Frauds reported to the council include 
fraudulent use of money such as people 
getting cash they are not entitled to, 
including payments for contracts, sup¬ 
plies or grants. It can also include the 
stealing or misusing of council resourc¬ 
es, such as stores, equipment, vehicles or 
buildings belonging to the authority. 

Figures obtained by the Chronicle’s 
sister paper, the Express & Star under 
the Freedom of Information Act reveal 
that in 2007, 15 cases of fraud, theft or 
corruption were reported to the council, 
with £7,850 going missing from council 
funds in the form of cash or items stolen. 

In 2010, this had increased to 30 
cases, costing the council a massive 
£21,000. This was up from £6,950 stolen 
in 2009 and £5,250 stolen in 2008. And 
between January and October this year, 
15 cases were reported, costing the 
council a reported £3,500. 

Five of those reports were received 
within the first month of the hotline’s 
launch in September. 


Sporting legend Bert Williams 
finally got round to signing a football 
for Sandwell school children last 
week - 60 years after the school first 
received it.

“Having 
Bert’s signature on this ball is going 
to mean there is a lot of interest in it,” 
said school office manager Sylvia 
Downing. 

Two pupils, Sam Downing, from 
Cradley Heath, and Joel Cook, from 
Rowley Regis, both aged eight, went 
to Bert’s house in Shifnal to get Bert’s 
autograph. 

Bert said:“I don’t remember the 
ball, but I was delighted to sign it.”

Plan brings 
jobs boost 

Hundreds of jobs will be created under new 
plans to build about 300 homes and a major 
business park on a former sugar factory site in 
Kidderminster. 

The development, where the British Sugar 
factory stood in Stourport Road, will form part 
of the South Kidderminster Enterprise Park, 
which won support from Communities Secre¬ 
tary Eric Pickles last month. The plans, by site 
owners St Francis Group, were due to go out to 
a public consultation last week. 

St Francis Group spokesman Andy Plant said 
the 74-acre plot was the largest brownfield site 
in Wyre Forest. “The problem for this area when 
trying to attract business is that it is not very 
well connected to other regions, and in particu¬ 
lar is some distance from motorways,” he said. 

“We want to unlock this land and open it up 
for employment by building an access road that 
will eventually link to Hoobrook Road. This 
way we can make the most of its potential. 

“It will be a mixed-use development, with 
around 320 new homes and a full range of busi¬ 
nesses which will all create jobs. We want to 
make this an attractive place to both live and 
work, benefiting the local community.” 

The planning application is due to be submit¬ 
ted by the end of next month, and if all is 
approved Mr Plant said they hoped to break 
ground in winter next year. 

Council leader John Campion said the plans 
were very exciting for the town. 

“This fits in to the overall masterplan for the 
district, and will help fulfill the council’s aim of 
bringing in new job opportunities,” he added.

Attacks on hospital 
staff are on the rise

The number of staff attacked 
while on duty at hospitals has 
increased by up to a third in some 
parts of the Midlands, new figures 
claim. 

There were 129 workers assaulted 
last year in Worcestershire compared 
with 90 in 2009/10 while in Dudley 
there were 63 cases reported in 
2010/11, up from 53. 

Meanwhile the number of assaults at 
hospitals in Sandwell has dropped from 157 
to 137. In Worcestershire, there were two 
incidents of intentional violence to staff 
resulting in police action. 

Verbal warnings, formal letters and even 
banning culprits from the site except for 
emergency treatment are among the other 
steps taken by the hospitals. 

Safety training is available for staff at 
Kidderminster, Redditch and Worcester. 

Associate medical director and accident 
and emergency consultant, Rose Johnson, 
said: “A&E staff in particular have to face 
many challenging situations during the 
course of their duties. 

Serious 

“Fortunately we see small numbers of 
serious physical assaults on staff, but those 
assaults have long-term consequences for 
the members of staff involved and staff 
often feel that they can no longer carry on 
working in this environment after the 
event. 

“The larger numbers of incidents of 
verbal abuse can feel very threatening to 
staff and make their difficult jobs even more 
challenging.” 

While in Dudley, CCTV is being used to 
try to catch culprits and a 24-hour manned 
security service is available to support staff. 

Paula Clark, chief executive of The 
Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust, said: 
“The Dudley Group takes a zero tolerance 
approach to violence and aggression and we 
support staff to report any incidents that 
occur.” 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospi¬ 
tals NHS Trust spokeswoman Helen Eden 
said out of the 137 assaults on staff, 61 
involved medical factors while 76 were 
deliberate.

Wolverhampton Magistrates Court 
was told she 
asked the family 
of a elderly 
woman to write a 
cheque, which 
should have been 
payable to the 
firm, in her name 
during 2007. 

The cash was 
paid for 10 ses¬ 
sions of care and 
supervision. 
Goodyear, of Old 
Park Road, also 
falsified paper¬ 
work to imply she had worked all 10 
shifts herself when she had actually 
only done four, the court was told. 

She pleaded guilty last week to one 
count of fraud by abuse of position and 
the case was adjourned until Thurs¬ 
day for a pre-sentence report. 

Chairman of the bench Ray Page 
told Goodyear she may face jail. 

Mr Roger Blezzard, prosecuting, 
said Goodyear had worked her way up 
in the company over eight years and 
had been in a position of trust at the 
time of the offence. “This is a fraud by 
a very senior person,” he said. 

Mrs Hahmita Patel, defending, said 
Goodyear, who has since resigned, had 
acted on “impulse” and was remorse¬ 
ful. She had suffered from ill health in 
the past and was anxious over the 
outcome of the court case.

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Council workers set to move 


More than 150 workers at Dudley 
Council are to move to another office 
as part of a scheme to save cash and 
make better use of space. Staff in the 
human resources section of the local 
authority are to move to Regent House 
in King Street. 

It is part of a project being carried 
out by Dudley Council which will see 
more than a third of council buildings 
which have been deemed unfit for 
purpose put on the market. 

The move is to happen over the next 
three years under plans unveiled by 
council bosses earlier this year. 

It is due to save an estimated 
£500,000 a year in running costs. 


Regent House was until earlier this 
year used by the Future Skills Service. 

However, the council lost its con¬ 
tract to run the service to provide 
employment and skills training to the 
private sector earlier this year. 

Councillor Les Jones, leader of the 
council, said: “The project to move 
human resources to Regent House is 
part of a three-year project designed to 
make better use of the space used by 
the council in Dudley, and make finan¬ 
cial savings at the same time. 

“By changing the way we work the 
156 staff moving in HR will occupy 
less space and therefore associated 
costs will be less.” 


Councillor Tim Wright, cabinet 
member for human resources, said: 
“The aim of the move is to centralise 
them into one location which will 
create a more efficient way of working.” 

In total 24 of the council’s offices and 
11 customer reception buildings will 
be earmarked for sale but council 
chiefs are yet to announce which ones 
will go. However the Council House in 
Ednam Road, along with the buildings 
in St James Road and Parsons Street, 
will not be among them. 

Borough bosses have been working 
on establishing in-dependent valua¬ 
tions of the sites before carrying out 
work on their possible future uses.

D-Day veteran died 
wearing his poppy

A D-Day hero known to thousands of 
Black Country scouts who attended the 
camp he used to run died on Remem¬ 
brance Day - wearing a poppy nurses 
pinned to his hospital gown. The 90- 
year-old was suffering from a chest infec¬ 
tion. 

Claude Jukes — better known as Jim — who 
ran Kinver Scout Camp, near Stourbridge for 
several decades, was taken prisoner of war 
after helping to defend the Pegasus bridge, 
which had been retaken from the Germans in 
the early hours of D-Day. He died at Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital. 

His family said that after he was taken into hos¬ 
pital he was determined to hold on to life long 
enough to see Remembrance Day. 

“One of our sons commented - he’s waiting for 
the right day to die,” said Mr Jukes’s widow, Sheila, 
aged 80, at their home in Foley Grove, Wombourne. 

Television 

“I stood in front of the television wearing the 
poppy on his cap, as he always did, during the two- 
minute silence on the 11th of the 11th - and the 
nurses made sure he had a poppy pinned to his 
gown for Armistice Sunday, when he died at about 
7am.” 

Mr Jukes, a retired printer, who worked at com-

panies in West Bromwich and Dudley, was warden at Kinver Scout 
Camp — a voluntary job — for more than 30 years and he also used 
to run a scout group in Dudley. 

He and Sheila met at a dance at Kinver British Legion and this 
year they celebrated their 51st wedding anniversary. “He didn’t 
really talk about his time in the D-Day landings, saying it was gone 
and we had to look to the future, which for him was scouting,” said 
Mrs Jukes. 

“Since he died, I have had phone calls from people who attended 
his camps from as far away as Cornwall.” 

Mr Jukes’s two sons, Andrew and Tim, accompanied him several 
years ago to revisit Pegasus bridge which crossed the Caen Canal 
and was taken from the Germans soon after the landings in 1944. 
“My father was a marine commando and was among the first to 
land on Sword beach,” said Andrew. 

“His landing craft was hit by rocket fire and he had to jump off 
and swim to the beach. The mission was to relieve the paratroop 
men at Pegasus bridge and he showed us the bullet holes he had 
Hero - Jim Jukes in his days as a soldier dodged.”

Additionally, I am found¬ 
ing the All-Party Parlia¬ 
mentary Group on 
Combating Metal theft in 
order to step-up the cam¬ 
paign within Parliament to 
suitably amend the Scrap 
Metal Dealers Act 1964. 

Last weekend I visited 
Afghanistan with the Min¬ 
istry of Defence to meet 
British troops and see first¬ 
hand some of the superb 
work they are doing to 
create a peaceful and stable 


Afghanistan in order to 
protect our national secu¬ 
rity. 

It is no exaggeration to

A well-organised defensive effort, 
and some clinical finishing, steered 
Blaydon to a first ever win at Stourton 
Park. 

Although Stourbridge combined a solid 
set-piece display with a number of threat¬ 
ening bursts from three quarters Ben 
Barkley and Nathan Bressington, they also 
made far too many basic errors. 

This meant Blaydon, who like the Saxons 
are at the wrong end of National One, 
secured an unlikely bonus point win.

DK were deservedly 13-7 behind at half time 
in the gloom at Newport’s Old Showground, but 
hit back strongly to overwhelm their hosts with 
a three try salvo in the second half. 

That effectively sank Newport, whose only riposte 
was a last minute consolation try. 

It was flanker Pete Knight, who had been out of the 
side for three weeks with concussion, who made the 
difference. 

He came on after half time and forced trademark 
several turnovers to wrest the initiative from 
Newport after a spluttering first half performance 
from the visitors. 

A disappointing feature of the first half was DK’s 
continuing lineout failures that cost them dearly in 
terms of possession. Fair to say, the second half was a 
vast improvement and aided DK’s gradual control of 
the game. 

Newport have had a pretty average season to date 
but they do have an excellent back row, their No 8 
Vernon Fredericks was arguably the best player on 
the field. 

DK’s front five again totally dominated the set 
scrums with their dynamic young front row of A1 
Francis, Luke Greenwood/James Parkes and Stefan 
Thorp outstanding on the day. 

But the feisty Newport eight matched them man for 
man in the loose for long periods. 

DK fielded an unchanged team from the side that 
beat Malvern. James Parkes, Pete Knight and Robbie 
Jones were on the bench. Pete Knight was deemed DK 
Supporters Man of the Match. 

Danger 

His extraordinary talent for securing turnover ball 
or forcing penalties turned the game for DK in the 
second half. A1 Francis also had a tremendous game 
in both set and loose play. 

While the half backs had a relatively quiet game; 
Stefan Shillingford and Tom Weaver had busy games 
in the centre with Shilly scoring a fine individual try 
early in the second half. Duncan Chance also scored a 
try and his pace spelled danger for Newport every 
time he touched the ball. 

In front of a large and expectant crowd, Newport 
began strongly and set up a series of attacks. 

Fly half Chris Perry putting them 3-0 ahead with a 
sixth minute penalty. DK were not helped by their 
shoddy lineout and regularly lost possession on their 
own throw early on. The set scrums were a different 
matter, however, and Newport were shunted back at 
will by the DK eight, who ominously built up the pres¬ 
sure on the home pack. 

With DK dominant up front and Newport scrapping 
like tigers in the loose, a stalemate developed for a 
while, but after 28 minutes DK again shoved Newport 
off their scrum, regained possession and flung it wide 
on the overlap to Duncan Chance who outpaced his 
man to score wide out.

Newport replied with a fine individual try from 
their talisman Fredericks, who picked the ball up in 
midfield on 32 minutes, beat a couple of defenders 
from a standing start then changed direction to 
outpace the rest of the DK cover for an tremendous try 
in the corner. 

Dissent 

Chris Perry’s fine conversion from touch saw 
Newport regain the lead 10-7. 

Then DK’s frustration with the referee, whom they 
felt was failing to police some key areas, boiled over 
and Chris Perry kicked a penalty from near halfway 
to increase the Newport lead to 13-7 after 38 minutes 
as the visitors were penalised for dissent. 

Shillingford brightened DK’s outlook almost imme¬ 
diately into the second half with a smartly taken indi¬ 
vidual try after 44 minutes. 

Intercepting a loose Newport pass near halfway, he 
hoisted a kick towards goal and sprinted on to take 
the ball first bounce and dive over for a very classy try 
converted by Fletcher making it 13-14 to DK.

Dudley Town’s threadbare squad eventually gave way with horrific consequences as 
Shifnal Town, who the previous Wednesday night had been downed 4-0 at lowly Bustleholme, 
romped to a 8-0 victory at Phoenix Park. The day from hell for the Robins was made even 
more sour with four goals coming from former Town midfielder Liam Bood. 

Manager Andy Burgess had his hands tied coming into the game with midfielders Ben Stretton and 
Todd Warner serving suspensions, adding more pressure on a side devoid of regulars Anthony Cox, Nikki 
Faux and Adam Cross. Worse was to follow for Dudley’s followers when news of goalkeeper Jay Trevalen, 
who had been so crucial in the Robins fine run of three clean sheets in the past four games having been 
recalled by Midland Alliance outfit Tividale. Such were Dudley’s selection problems Burgess had once 
again had to field a half-fit Dreniz Bala who is still recovering from a hamstring injury sustained last 

month at Bustleholme. 

Things looked ominous from the start 
when lively Shifnal forward Andy Thomp¬ 
son flashed a shot across the face of Luke 
Cunningham’s goal in thelOth minute. 

It was a fortunate moment that led to 
Shifnal taking the lead. A through ball from 
Alex Perry caught Bala on the heel and 
slewed itself back into danger. 

David Howell created space for Bood to 
slash home his first goal of the afternoon on 
14 minutes. Six minutes later, a slip from 
Steve Edmunds allowed Thompson to beat 
Cunningham from close range. 

It was a torrid day for the young goalie 
and this was made worse when the former 
Rushall Olympic shot-stopper was judged 
to have felled Thompson in the box. 

Bood converted the penalty to make it 3- 
0 with only 29 minutess played. 

The visitors attempted to edge them¬ 
selves back into the game with Danny 
Ludlow showing a rare spark of Robins’ cre¬ 
ativity.

The Robins should have 
scored when a neat pass 
from Anthony Cox found 
Bala in the box only for last 
season’s top scorer to screw 
the ball wide from close 
range. 

But he made amends, and 
in fine fashion. 

Catching onto a loose ball 
in the box he powered the 
ball past Ian Hill in the 16th 
minute. 

Four minutes later he 
made it 2-0 when after some 


fine footwork in the box he 
slid the ball under the 
despairing Hill. 

The Robins began to dom¬ 
inate and were unfortunate 
not to be further ahead just 
after the half hour mark 
when Richard Langford 
could only head a Danny 
Ludlow corner wide. 

He could have opened his 
goal scoring account for The 
Robins with a low dipping 
cross that just went over 
Hill’s bar. 

With Dudley well in 
control they felt they should 
have been awarded a 
penalty with just a minute 
remaining before half-time 
when Langford appeared to 
have been tripped in the 
box. 

In many ways the second 
half petered out to be a non¬ 
entity as Dudley’s com¬ 
manding backline, bossed 
by ’keeper Jay Trevalen 
snuffed out any threat 
posed by the Malvern for¬ 
wards.

There was a slip though 
that could have been costly, 
when Ludlow lost posses¬ 
sion on the edge of the box.
